concerns of life, appears in individuals 
who have had so f«w opportunities of 
profiting by experience, that it seems 
on a superficial vi«w, to be the im­ 
mediate gift ol Heaven. 
But in all such 
instances, (altbo* a great deal mui>t nn- 
«I'j'ihtfdly bo ascribed to an inexplicable 
aptitude or predisposition of the intellec* 
ui«i po«'ers|we may be |>erfecily assur^ 
ed, thai eveiy judgement of the under­ 
standing is preceded by a process of 
reasoning or deduction, wheiher the 
individual hiniself be able to recollect it 
or not. 
O f this I can no more doubt
